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N theſe queaſie and moſt 
s dangerous times, wherein 
& Truth is manacled by Opi- 
nion and Imagirfation, cue» 
ry man making his owne 
thoughts a Comment vpon 
other mens labours, and by 

ſcrues or wreſts windin 
euery deſigne to that which 
beſt ſuites with their fancies : I could not chuſe bue 
borrow ſo much time from the neceſlitic of mine 
occaſions, as to acquaint you with ſome particu» 
lar paſſages in our voyage: Which though in the 
valuc it may be much ſhort both of what your 
ſelfe and orhers expe, beeauſe at this time our 
deſigne is but an Embrion, conceiued , and farre 
from that happy perfeQion to which I doubrt_not 
(the divine will affiſting vs ) but wee ſball, ro the 
comfort of our noble and good friends, and the 
honour of our Nation, with all prpſperitic of for- 
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rachel g eopalſe : Yee-ia armiach as] | 
Againfk Back. Alice: + man enuiousand ey dupoied 
bers. —@who build the ground-worke of their owne 


ypon ather mens diſgraces,and with the yenone 
oftheir aſperfionsſecke(aymuchavintheir malice 
lies) to poyſon the worthy labours ofthe moſt no. 
ble aitemprers. To which our Voyage (being moſt 
hopefull to our friends, and woRdreadfuli fo our 
contraries} is infinitely ſubie&, and chat ſuch ran- 
cour doth awair-and follow vs, as the great Leeiz- 
than of the Sea purſuerh the Baxzttos; I doubt nor 
but my preſent Relation ſhall-give-you-( whoſe 
vertue | ſecke onely to ſarisfie) that aſſurance of 
good hope in our attemprtings, as ſhall arme you 

ainſt whatſocuer ſlander or imputat'on ſhall be 
able (in miſty thicke fogs of diſdaine) ro throw be- 
fore you. 

And albeit to the uudgement of euery vertyons 
good man, there needeth no other Apologie for 
the hope of our ſucceſſe,then the wiſdome,experi- 
encc,and-vndcfatigablelabors,in theltke delignes, 
of our Generall, who now ſetting all-Chriſten- 
dome; nay, almoſt the whole world at gaze vpon 
him, it heeſhould not to ſuch beholders giue are- 
nowned fatisfation, it were againſt all rules of 
worth and policic to imagine. Yet aboue all, this 
mee thinkes ſhould ſatisfie eucry reaſonab'e {oule, 
and make Enuy teede onely vpon his owne Ser- 
pent, when not alone the entyre wiſdome of our 
Land, but the ſuffrage and allowance of our So- 
-ucraigne (who is the very f{oule of that gy » 

os dot 
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doth both giue way to ouraAtion, whoſe goodnes 


'what manwould beſo ingratefullto abuſe,or what 


folly could be ſo ſtrong inany ſencible ſoule, as to 
ſceke to goe inuilible before God: 

But Sir; theſe arguments are needlefle againft-a 
ſlander of ſuch weaknefſe,nor will I trouble your 
cares with a/confurarion of then, who ſtand al- 
ready confounded in all good mens-opinions : 


ſuffice it, that hitherto our ſucceſle is anſwerable 


to our hopes, and our hope as ſtrong as any that 
hath paſſed tom our Kingdome fince the firſt dif- 
coucry,and'no doubr bur the end will bring forth 
as worthy,if nota much better iſſue: In as much as 
wee haue had both the cleare lights of all othes 
mens-experience, andthe approued knowledge 
of a great part of our defigne in our Generals no- 
ble and perſonall tryall. 

Beſides, wee know that the tops of hye Scales, 
Mountaines, or Pyramides are not to be-attained 
vnto by leaping or iumping at, but by flow de- 
grees, and by ſecure and ſafe ſteps, cuen /exto pede, 
as the Parrat climbes with both beake and feete: 
For ifwee looke into the courſes of alhe moſt ex- 
cellent men of our Nation which hauemade it as 
famous for ſea-aQions as any Nation inthe world, 
we ſhall finde, how cuen by little and little, as He 
nibal with Vinegar waſted the A/pes, and made @ 
paſſage (where neuer any before was diſcerned)for 
got himſelfe alone, bur a whole Army to paſle 
ouer: So our famous and excellent Attempters 
bauec by degrees, man after man, adding ſtep vnts 
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ſtep, made ſuch x way oner the whole world, that 
exceptthe very heart of all, (which as inthe Ana- 
tomy of mans body,it is notto be found our, or 
rouchr, till a man haue paſt chrough firſt both all 
the exteriour and interiour members, and ſo like- 
wiſe of the braitie : Nature as it were defending all 
her moſt excellent workes from euery ordinary af- 
fault and inuaſion) ſo there is at this day not left 
any Climate vnſearcht or vndifcouered, but one- 
ly this, which as for its fire and place, being the 
middle of the world, and alſo for the excellency 
of ir, may well be ſtiled The heart of the world, as 
the moſt principall and renowned part of it. Ar 
which if it be our fortunes to arriue,the worke will 
be worthy the Doer , and a fayre Iewell for his 
Crowne, who is the Royall Author and Comfor. 
eer of ſo great an Attempt, by ſo'many Kings and 
Princes attempted, and yet vnachiued. 

And that wee tmay walke vp this Scale, with as 
much eaſe and ſafety,as all mortall hope can allow 
vs, let vs turne backe our eyes and looke into the 
aRions of mol} of the moſt famous & noble Gen- 
tlemen whſth hauc gonebefore vs,and made thole 
moſt fayre andlarge paths, through which we dai- 
ly walke : wee ſhall ſee that M. /7:{ram Hewkins,the 
Father of Sir /oh» Haukins a man of infinite vertuc 
and great ation made his firſt Diſcoueries but to 
the Southerne Ilands, called the Grand Canaris, 
and found there great Trade, and great Commo- 
ditic : which for the benefic might well haue taken 
vp the reſt of any mans minde ( whoſe w_ had 

enc 
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beene wealth and ng other) but the Gentleman 
hauing 2 more worthy ayme, (though then inthe 
—_— and laſt TV his age) from thence dif 
couered ſome part of the ſmall Ilands which be- 
longed co the Welt Indies, learnt intelligence of 
themaine * and out of his judgement ſaw what was 
fitteſt both for Traffique and other more materiall 
Diſcoueries. This (not able to furniſh himſelfe) 
hee imparted to his moſt worthy Sonne Sir /ohy Sir lobn Hex. 
Haskins,and making him rich with his knowledge, £** Tranell. / 
ſo armd him for the Enterpriſe, that in- the yeare 
1552, hee made a Voyage thither, with three ſmall 
Ships, and but 100. men, and made Diſcouery of 
the lland of Hiſpantola, De Plata, eMonte Chriſti, 
and the Ilands of Caicos, where by way of traffique 
hee made ſuch merchandiſe that heenot onely la- 
ded all his ewne _ bur divers other Hulkes 
which he there hyred, and ſo returned home with 
more wealth and honour then euer any had done 
before his time. 

Yet fince he had gone not a ſteppe higher then 
his father had done before him, and made the 
ſeale no larger nor caſter for others that ſhould 
purſue him; out of the excellency of his difpoſi- 
tion andloue to his Country, in the yeare 1 5 64, 
hee betooke himlelte to the Sea againe, and with S* thus ſe. | 
a Fleet of foure Ships and 170. men, went againe £924 Veyage- 
to the Weſt Andics, and in his way did diſcouer 
the Iland Sembs/s, and other partes of Afr icke: 
thence to the [land called Sens Domrnica, (o to 
Margarits, thence to Tortuga, after to Barbarotta, 
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then to the Ilands of Cara/as, Rancharie, Rio de Is 
Hacha, and others, thence ro Cape S. Anthony, 
andſo to the ſandy Ilands: and laſtly,by Florids, 
where he ſhowed that excellency of goodnature 
and rare humanity to certaine diſtreſſed French. 


men, that the remembiance will liue,whilſt there 


lives any record of gooodnes, or any thankfulnes 
in France : and thus he returned home the ſecond 
time laden with as much wealth and honor, as 
euer any had done before him, and to this braue 
Horoica)l Scale of Diſcouery, had now added di- 
uers noble and ſpacious Stayres, which albcir 
might very well haue deterd him from,any more 
trouble and vexation,both conſidering the goods 
and goodnes he had gotten, and the honorable 
places, with the fauour of his deareſt Souc- 
raigne. 

Yerallthis not valued with the debt hee owed 
his Country,he went againe the third time to Sea 
with a Fleet of Sixe faire Ships, andrradedin all 
ſuch places as he had traded in before: and more- 
over diſcouered Carthegenz, and diners other 
Itands about it, after went to S. JohnY!luz, and 
other pars bordering vpan Mexico, where hee 


- made himſelfe Maiſter of twwelue Ships, invalue, 


worth two hundred thouſand pounds, and ſeazed 
the Iland : But out of his noble nature ( conſide- 
ring the amity at that time berwixt Spaine and 
England) reſtored all againe: which, had his 
ends tended as much tolucre, as his enemies did 
to perfidic and trechery, he might not onely haue 

brought 
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bronghrhome har, but ſixe millions of treaſure 
more, all which was at his Commandement : 
thence he ſcarchedrhe whole Bay of Mexico, and 
thence went to Porte YVedrs, and fo returned 
home. 

In this Diſcouery hee got great perfection of 
knowledge touching the wonderfull wealth and 
riches of thoſe Southerne parts ,and though hee 
had done more then any Engliſh man before his 
time, yet he ſawthere was a ſuperexcellence re- 
maining as it were hidden, and poſſible to bee 
found out; at which with all his endeauours hee 
aymed moſt carneſtly,onely he found that a grea- 
ter ſtrength & a greater induſtry,thE either he was 
yet maiſter of,or had occaſion to vſe, mult beim- 

loyed in the ſame, and therefore the fourth tims_ 

he returned vnto the Sea with 27. tall Ships, and —— _ 
2500 men: But itplealed God the defigne ſhould 
be preſerucd cither for fFme orher man, or ſome 
other time, ſo thar Sir oh Haukins, falling ſicke 
dyed at S. lohn de Pxertorico, and by that meanes 
the great end of the iourney fayled , yer did hee 
leaue behind him ſuch good examples for imita- 
tion, and fo faire a ſcale for others-to aſcend by 
thatmany became his Schollers , and howſocuer 
their renownes wanne to themfclues particular 
names of particular eminence, yet they arriued 
not beyond him or got a kill that was to him vn- 
acquainted. 

Onely that moſt famous and worthy Knight Sir Prancs? 
Sig Francis Drake, wo had(as it is repor;ed)taken Drakes trauell,

from him the moſt any greateſt part of his bree- 
ding, being (as ſome men ſay)for along time his 
ordinary houſhold Seruant, and one that had ar- 
tended him in the lucceſle of ſome of his voyages, 
ſeeing and aquainting himſelfe with the ha 

rules of ſuch ahappy maiſter, berooke himfelfe to 
the. Seain the yeare of our Lord 1572. and diſco- 
uered moſt of the hichermoſt parts of the ſmall 
lands of Americas, and returned home with more 
knowledge then ſubſtance. and yet with more ſubs. 
ſtance then might defray the charge of three times 
ſuch a voyage, by the ſtrength of which ſucceſſe he 
made him Gt FA for the Scathe fecondtime, in 
the yeare 1577. inwhich Voyage hee made jtim- 
ſelfc more familiar withall the richeſt parts &f the 
Welt 1ndies, and with ſome parts of the maine bo- 
dy of the ſame: and ſo returned home with a com- 
petentſubftance, yer farre inferior to the largenes 
of his mind, becauſe theſe two firſt atremprs ſtill 
openedo his iudgement matters of much greater 
hepeand renowned conſequence, ſo that the third 
time againe he putts Sea, inthe yeare of our Lord 
I585. with afull:reſolution to doe ſomthing an- 


- ſwerable to the grearnes of his heart, andthe ho- 


nor of the Nation he challenged, and in this voy- 
age he went about the circumference of the whole 
World, and returned home with his Ship laden 
with gold and treaſure, of that infinite and inefti- 
mable value, that neuer any man before him art- 
tained to any ſmall pee in his compariſon, and
